The  above  figures  relate  to  children  who  completed  their  immunisation  during 
the  year,  or  who  received  a  re-inf orcirg  dose  during  the  same  period. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  see  that  aJLl 
children  who  are  bom  in  the  Islands  are  effectively  immunised  during  their 
first  year  of  life. 

VACCINATION 

There  is  still  some  prejudice  against  va.ccination,  but  the  years  figures  are 
encouraging  and  a  total  of  sixty- three  persons  were  vaccinated. 

Of  the  total  figure  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  majority  were  children  under 
the  age  of  one. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Officers  of  the  Local  Health  Service 
for  their  kindness  and  help  during  the  year.
